17 HIGHWAY UNDER THE ADMINISTRATION'S JURISDICTION IF THE COST TO

18 CONSTRUCT THE SOUND BARRIER WOULD EXCEED $10,000 FOR EACH RESIDENCE
19 BENEFITED BY THE SOUND BARRIER.
